In the 12 states of the Con- 
federacy, we find a story entirely 
ignored by every single state 
legislature and one grudgingly ad- 
mitted, if at all, by but few 
state capitals. 


If we take the 12 states which 
made up the old Confederacy and 
add up their counties which lost 
population, we discover the total 
comes pretty near to being one- 
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half the whole. Of the 1,580 de- 


clining, 634 were from a dozen '™ 
Southern states. In other words, | 


12 Southern states lost almost half | 
as much as 37 others. (Alaska has 
no county system.) 


The counties which gained were, 
with few exceptions, the urban 
ones. Those which lost the most 
were the poorer rural counties. 
They are, as a rule, poor in land, 
poor in education, poor in oppor- 
tunity, and poor in leadership. 
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Urban Counties 


The few urban counties which 
experienced declines were almost | 
invariably those with an industry | 
which was itself shut down or | 
falling behind in competition. | 
Here and there an attractive | 
town, long dependent on one large 
textile paternalistic corporation, 
showed losses because the com- 
pany, which had kept out other | 
industries, was converting to syn- 
thetics new. processes. But, 
in general, the counties which 
lost were the poorer, reseurce- 
lacking counties where education 
and opportunity long had been 
neglected. (In Georgia, 97 of the 
159 counties lost population, some 
severely. ) 


The problem is national, but it 
is concentrated in the South where 
there goes on simultaneously an 
agricultural and sociological rev- 
olution. Out of these is coming a 
political revolution, though pres- | 
ently it is but faintly seen. | 


There is evidence that older 
politicians in the South, who have 
helped build the trap in which they 
now find themselves, are increas- 
ingly concerned. It shows, for 
example, in the present confusion 
of plans to select neutral electors, 
or to find some other escape from 
facing up to reality. 


They are uneasy, too, because 
younger leadership, while not yet 
ready to make a move to take 
over, is nonetheless standing in 
the wings awaiting the day when 
it can come on-stage. There is 
hardly a county in the South 
where the young men are not 
restive and eager to have a try 
at politics. 


The older political leadership in 
the South also is aware that more 
and more Negro voters are going 
to be on the registration lists in 
the years immediateiy ahead and 
that they, the elders, have time 
after time declared themselves 
as opposed to Negro voting and 
civil rights. 


A Revelation 


Sen. Kefauver’s victory in Ten- 
nessee was a revelation. His op- 
ponent took a position thai he did 
not want any Negro votes. He did 
so even though an anticipated 
85,000 were expected to cast bal- 
lots. He lost 90 per cent of these, 
yet it could not be called a bloc 
vote since he himself had re- 
nounced them. He lost by almost 
225,000 votes. The lesson was 
plain. 


All these things are part of a 
pattern. It is one largely con- 
cealed by the established political 
leadership.

Ike’s Voice Bounced 
From Coast to Jersey

WASHINGTON (#—The United States, on one of 
its proudest days in the space age, Friday sent into 
orbit high above the earth a huge balloon that could 
lead to new marvels of world communication. At the 


same time an X15 was 
ever been before.

than the plastic wrapping on a 
pack of cigarettes, was shot more 
than 1,000 miles skyward from 
Cape Canaveral, Fla. 


IKE’S VOICE RELAYED

by radio beam from California up 
to the balloon and down to New 
Jersey.

Delighted scientists and mili- 
tary men were encouraged to an- 
ticipate the day when messages 
and pictures of all sorts can be 
carried unlimited, clearly and in- 
stantly. 


HEIGHT RECORD 


The communications _ satellite, 
the biggest but not the heaviest 
of all man-made _ satellites, 
zoomed to its success on a day 
in which the United States laid 
claim to other fantastic feats in 
sky and space: 


1. An Air Force test pilot, Maj. 
Robert M. White, hurtled his X15 
plane 131,000 feet above the éarth

The State Department of Health says 
mass transfer of mentally defective chil- 
dren from Milledgeville to Gracewood is 
unnecessary. That is not a very penetrat- 
ing report. 

There obviously isn’t room for them at 
Gracewood. Eight hundred children are 
waiting to get into Gracewood. Simply 
to mass-move 100 more from Milledge- 
ville to Gracewood would be no brilliant 
solution. 


“It’s only the newspapers that think 
there should be a mass change,” says 
Dr. John Venable, director of the State 
Department of Health, 

This newspaper has expressed no such 
thought. 

The Constitution has expressed, and 
will keep on expressing, the thought that 
complacency about providing these chil- 
dren with the care they lack will be a 
disgrace. 

If there is not room at Gracewood, 
then let’s provide the room. 


If some must be cared for at Mill- 
edgeville in the interim, then let’s pro- 
vide the care. 

We do not agree with the report that 
“care being given (at Milledgeville) is as 
adequate as is possible with the limita- 
tions .. ” We consider it totally inade- 
quate when we find naked children sleep- 
ing on fouled mattresses in a ward caked 
with human waste. 


We would urge Dr. Venable to tell us 
what can be done instead of what cannot 
be done.

Why Should Taxpayers 
Foot Bill for Snafu? 


Unless the State Highway Department 
and the Southern Railway System arrive 
at a reasonable agreement in their wran- 
gle as to where a spur track should be 
laid in Cobb County, the public stands 
to be the loser. 


The Highway department maintains 
that if Southern carries out its inten- 
tions of laying the tracks across the pro- 
posed Atlanta circumferential highway 
at the spot it has chosen, an extra bridge 
will have to be built. Estimated cost to 
the taxpayers: at least $200,000. 


The department has suggested another 
site for the spur line which would re- 
quire, so far as the state is concerned, 
only a 20-foot extension of a planned 
bridge. 

In defense of its stand the railroad 
has said the change would mean abandon- 
ing all of its existing plans and right- 
of-way at a great loss. 


Southern maintains that it didn’t 
know the exact route the circumferential 
road would follow. Isn’t it the railroad’s 
business to know such things in time? 


Isn’t it the business of Cobb County 
officials who issued the permit for the 
track-building to know the route of the 
circumferential project?

Voter Registration Law 
Backfires on Sponsors 


Georgia’s tough voter registration law 
is paying off in a way its sponsors never 
anticipated and with promises of more of 
the same in the years ahead. 

Specifically let’s take the case of Ful- 
ton County. The Metropolitan Voting 
Council shows the number of Negro regis- 
tered voters has increased by 33.4 per 
cent in the last four years. White regis- 
tration has grown only 2.8 per cent. 

It jz obvious that more and more 
whites! are not taking the trouble to reg- 
ister because of the difficulties involved. 
This is especially true in suburban and 
rural areas where repeated trips to the 
courthouse create quite a problem. Yet 
it seems impossible to get approval of a 
neighborhood registration bill which 
would make it easier. 


Negroes, who are becoming increas- 
ingly conscious of their power at the polls, 
are conducting intensive and commend- 
able registration drives. Thus the regis- 
tration law is working in their favor— 
at least in Fulton. 


The whole state picture is not avail- 
able at this time. But as new federal 
laws governing voting rights become op- 
erative, what has happened in Fulton 
will be repeated elsewhere in the state. 

This is another example of ill-advised, 
stupid legislation which defeats its own 
ends. The attempt to disfranchise a cer- 
tain segment of the population is having 
the opposite effect.

Federal Reserve Takes 
A Deliberate Risk 


The Federal Reserve Board has now 
eased credit in this election year to the 
point of deliberate risk. 

In June the Board cut its interest rate 
to borrowing banks from 4 per cent to 
342. Later it relaxed the reserve amount 
it requires the commercial banks to main- 
tain. In a third step it now has cut the 
discount rate again, this time to 3 per 
cent. Commercial banks can now get 
money cheaper from the Federal Reserve, 
and lend more of it. This ought to bring 
down interest rates on bank loans to the 
little man. 


As more money moves, maybe un- 
employment will sink back under 5 per 
cent. Maybe industry will climb back 
closer to capacity operation. The domes- 
tic scene may brighten. 

But the new low rate raises the clear 
risk of depleting the American gold re- 
serve as foreign money, tempted by 
higher rates elsewhere, pulls out of the 
United States. What this will do to the 
dollar remains to be seen.

Kennedy, Nixon 
Point for Debate 


WASHINGTON—In all the planning now go- 
ing on for the campaign, nothing is getting more 
careful attention than the forthcoming face-to- 


. begin relying on the hard truths which the instruments 


face radio and television debates and the televised joint news con- 
ferences of the two presidential nominees. 


The outlook now is for two 
Nixon-Kennedy debates, one late 
in September and one late in 
October, and two or three joint 
news conferences between. The 
audience is expected to be the 
largest ever to see and hear a 
political event in the nation— 
around 70,000,000. This is why 
both sides are planning their 
strategy so carefully. 

Sen. Kennedy has been pressing 
for an early decision on dates, so 
much so that the vice president's 
associates have been wondering 
why the New Englander is so 
eager to complete all arrange- 
ments. 

Actually the explanation is fair- 
ly simple: Like Nixon, be thinks 
he can win. Besides, the Demo- 
crats want that free network 
time badly. They are not as well 
fimanced as the Republicans and 
the network offer amounts to 
more than $1,000,000 worth of 
free time. 

Kennedy’s organization is fur- 
ther along with its travel plans 
for the campaign but it cannot 
complete these plans or decide 
on the purchase of additional TV 
and radio network time until the 
dates for the joint debates and 
news conferences are set. 

Nixon has been debating ever 
since he was in college. After he 
answered unrehearsed questions 


on David Susskind’s “Open End”’ 
show for three and a half hours, 
Susskind remarked: “I am not a 
Nixon fan but I was enormously 


impressed. . . . He knows what 
he is talking about. He is 
amazing.” 


In the Kennedy camp, the stock 
explanation is that the greatest 
political weapon Sen. Kennedy has 
is Kennedy. His aides concede 
that he may be outpointed by 
Nixon in debate but that his per- 
sonality and intellectual qualities 
will not only answer the charge 
of “immaturity” but prove more 
popular with the voters in the 
end. 


Nevertheless, the risks for both 
men in these debates are obvious. 
No matter how well they plan 
in advance, they cannot antici- 
pate each other in the debate nor 
can they anticipate the questions 
of the reporters. A single flash of 
anger or discourtesy, even a look 
of uncertainty can in this situa- 
tion be as fatal as a glass jaw in 
a prize fight. 

Thus the element of accident 
will be great but we will know a 
lot more about both candidates 
when it’s over and that’s more 
than can be said about many of 
the ghost-written and stage-man- 
aged campaigns of the past.

Voter Registration Law 
Backfires on Sponsors 


Georgia’s tough voter registration law 
is paying off in a way its sponsors never 
anticipated and with promises of more of 
the same in the years ahead. 

Specifically let’s take the case of Ful- 
ton County. The Metropolitan Voting 
Council shows the number of Negro regis- 
tered voters has increased by 33.4 per 
cent in the last four years. White regis- 
tration has grown only 2.8 per cent. 


It is obvious that more and more 
whites are not taking the trouble to reg- 
ister because of the difficulties involved. 
This is especially true in suburban and 
rural areas where repeated trips to the 
courthouse create quite a problem. Yet 
it seems impossible to get appr 
neighborhood registration bill which 
would make it easier. 


Negroes, who are becoming increas- 
ingly conscious of their power at the polls, 
are conducting intensive and commend- 
able registration drives. Thus the regis- 
tration law is working in their favor— 
at least in Fulton. 


The whole state picture is not avail- 
able at this time. But as new federal 
laws governing voting rights become op- 
erative, what has happened in Fulton 
will be repeated elsewhere in the state. 

This is another example of ill-advised, 
stupid legislation which defeats its own 
ends. The attempt to disfranchise a cer- 
tain segment of the population is having 
the opposite effect.

Federal Reserve Takes 
A Deliberate Risk 


The Federal Reserve Board has now 
eased credit in this election year to the 
point of deliberate risk. 


In June the Board cut its interest rate 
to borrowing banks from 4 per cent to 
342. Later it relaxed the reserve amount 
it requires the commercial banks to main- 
tain. In a third step it now has cut the 
discount rate again, this time to 3 per 
cent. Commercial banks can now get 
money cheaper from the Federal Reserve, 
and lend more of it. This ought to bring 
down interest rates on bank loans to the 
little man. 


As more money moves, maybe un- 
employment will sink back under 5 per 
cent. Maybe industry will climb back 
closer to capacity operation. The domes- 
tic scene may brighten. 

But the new low rate raises the clear 
risk of depleting the American gold re- 
serve as foreign money, tempted by 
higher rates elsewhere, pulls out of the 
United States. What this will do to the 
dollar remains to be seen.

Kennedy, Nixon 
Point for Debate 


WASHINGTON—In all the planning now go- 
ing on for the campaign, nothing is getting more 
careful attention than the forthcoming face-to- 


face radio and television debates and the televised joint news con- 
ferences of the two presidential nominees. 


The outlook now is for two 
Nixon-Kennedy debates, one late 
in September and one late in 
October, and two or three joint 
news conferences between. The 
audience is expected to be the 
largest ever to see and hear a 
political event in the nation— 
around 70,000,000. This is why 
both sides are planning their 
strategy so carefully. 

Sen. Kennedy has been pressing 
for an early decision on dates, so 
much so that the vice president’s 
associates have been wondering 
why the New Englander is so 
eager to complete all arrange- 
ments. 

Actually the explanation is fair- 
ly simple: Like Nixon, be thinks 
he can wit. Besides, the Demo- 
crats want that free network 
time badly. They are not as well 
financed as the Republicans and 


the network offer amounts to 
more than $1,000,000 worth of 
free time. 


Kennedy’s organization is fur- 
ther along with its travel plans 
for the campaign but it cannot 
complete these plans or decide 
on the purchase of additional TV 
and radio network time until the 
dates for the joint debates and 
news conferences are set.

Bad Dream, Says Atlantans 


“Our first word of serious trouble came at 1 
p.m. Saturday, July 9, when the American Con- 
sul at Elisabethville broadcast an appeal for all 
Americans to leave the Congo without delay. 


“There was no panic at our station. Our Con- 
golese friends begged us to stay; they said no 
harm would come to us. But we'd been ordered 
out, and we knew we had to leave.” 


The missionaries described the arrival of oth- 
ers, then continued, “‘Monday, we heard that our 
escape road to the south was blocked. We de- 
cided to ask for evacuation by air. Thank God 
for our airstrip.”

Spruce and balsam needles are loaded with com- 
bustible oil, so that the fingers of flame reaching 
off the ground into the lower limbs turns a hun- 
dred-foot tree into a torch. Once it gets rolling 
through a dense forest stand, no single puny 
force of man ¢an stop such a potential holocaust. 


I served my time at this type of fire-fighting, 
ranging from Isle Royale, which sits in the mid- 
die of Lake Superior, to the Cabinet Forest on 
the west slope of Montana’s Rockies.

Big Things Can Happen on Little Allowances 


There are a lot of cute tricks 
you can do with your own room 
and the basement recreation 
area. And the nicest part is that 
these little touches that make 
the difference fit the teen-ager’s 
allowance. 


A marred desk can be painted 
to match the room and a new 
top added by covering it with 
colorful vinyl floor tiles. Put the 
tiles on the desk and trim the 
over-hang with heavy scissors 
(don’t snitch Mom’s sewing scis- 
sors either) or a linoleum knife. 
Spread linoleum paste on the 
desk and set the tiles in place. 


If your room is dark with little 
natural light, try painting the 
walls an off-white with wood- 
work to match. Your room will 
seem bigger, lighter and a 
brighter place to read. 


A skinny window can be en- 
larged by simply hanging the 
curtain rods so the curtains will 
extend a few inches on each 
side of the window frame. 


While we're trimming up the 
windows here are a couple of 
other tricks for either a boy or 
girl’s room: 

GUN SKETCHES 

Unroll a night-time scene when 
you pull the window shade for 
privacy at night. For the girls 
a painted bouquet of flowers on 
the inside of the window shade 
is feminine and boys may en- 
joy sketches of guns — if they 
collect them — or jalopies and 
sports Cars.

RECORD SHELVES 


Here are a couple of ideas for 
keeping those records and books 
in their place:

Get a few bricks from a build- 
ing supply dealer (ask for ‘‘com- 
mon” brick) and paint them 
into bookends. Use enamel dabs 
of any paint left over from other 
odd jobs

can be built from used brick 


and yellow pine planks. For a 
six-foot bookshelf get 21 bricks 
and three pieces of one-inch yel- 


low pine, six feet long and 10 
inches wide. 


Rub walnut stain on the wood, 
using two coats of low-gloss var- 
nish. Sand the wood between 
coats. Put three bricks under 
the first shelf. Then stack three 
rows of three bricks,. another 
shelf and repeat. The intervals 
between the supports may be 
staggered if desired.
